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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the lid and cup being 
unattached (claim 9) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cantales (US 3900106) in view of Barnes (US 6688469 B1). With respect to claims 1 & 
10, Cantales discloses the claimed invention except for the recess having a retaining 
member that overlies at least a portion of the lid periphery. However, Barnes teaches a 
container with a recess that retains an object that has nibs to retain said object (Fig. 1 , 
item 20), thereby securing the object. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to add nibs to the recess of Cantales 
as taught by Barnes so as to secure the object. 

With respect to claim 2, Cantales discloses the lid being releasably retained in said 
recess, as shown in Fig. 3. 

With respect to claims 3, 4, Cantales discloses a flexible tether (17) connecting the 
lid to the cup near the open end of the cup, wherein the tether (1 7) allows the lid to pivot 
with respect to the cup. 

With respect to claims 5-7, Cantales discloses a tab on the lid, wherein the tab is the 
outer brim member on the lid (flange-like member). 
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With respect to claim 8, Cantales discloses the bottle being plastic (Col. 2, Line 

1). 

With respect to claims 9 & 1 1, Cantales discloses the lid and cup being 
unattached, wherein the hinge is separate (Col 2, Lines 9-13). 

3. Claims 3-4, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cantales in view of Tomer (US 5407098). With respect to claims 3 & 4, to the degree 
that the hinge (17) is not a "flexible tether," Cantales discloses the claimed invention 
except for the lid being connected to the cup via a flexible tether. Nonetheless, Tomer 
teaches a bottle and cap assembly wherein the lid is connected to the cup via a flexible 
tether, thereby providing a secure and flexible connection. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to connect the 
cap and bottle of Cantales with a flexible tether as taught by Tomer so as to provide a 
secure and flexible connection. 

With respect to claim 7, Cantales discloses a tab on the cap.
